MID Sy the Variety of Charities, which are 
A the Diſtinction and Glory of this Age and 
Nation, perhaps not one has been propoſed 


to the Public more truly beneficial, or more extenſive 
in its Benefits, than an Hoſpital for Lying-in Women. 


It would be invidious to compare this with the many 


noble Inſtitutions, which in different Parts of the 
Town are growing Evidences of the Public Spirit and 
Humanity of the Times : But thus much it is natural 

and juſt to obſerve, that all the Arguments for eſtab- 


liſhing any Hoſpital, are at leaſt as ſtrong, when ap- 


plied to this. Poverty is an Object of Pity ; Sickneſs _ 
and Poverty united, ſeem to comprehend all the 
natural Evils of Life: But, as it is not the Caſe of 
every ſick Perſon to be diſtreſſed in Circumſtances, 
ſo there are not many Perſons thus diſtreſſed, whoſe 
Calamity it is to be frequently or periodically afflicted 
with Sickneſs; whereas moſt Women that marry 
bear Children, and thoſe who work for their Subſiſt- 
ence, are, for a conſiderable Part of their Lives, annu- 
ally diſqualified for Labour; at other Times their La- 
bour is but a bare Support. During the Time of their 
A 2 Lying in, 
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Lying-in, the needy Family is wholly taken up in At- 


tendance upon them; and the Joys, natural at ſuch a 


Seaſon, are ſuppreſſed by the Wants which ſurround 


them. Or, if they be deſtitute of this Attendance, how 
great is the Hazard that the helpleſs Mother, or the 
Child, or perhaps both, may by their Deaths become 
melancholy Inſtances of the Evils of real Poverty ? If, 


beſides, it be conſidered, that the Public is intereſted 


in the Life of both, as the Poor are the neceſſary In- 
ſtruments of Eaſe and Happineſs to the Community, 
this Charity will be fo far from needing a Recom- 


mendation, that it is rather Matter of Surpriſe, a 


Deſign, fo full of the mutual Love enjoined by Re- 


ligion, and of the Sympathy excited by Nature, has 
not been ſooner executed. However, it takes Place 
at laſt, and muſt by Degrees flouriſh, whilſt a Spirit 
of Charity and Benevolence prevails.—But there are. 


ſome Perſons whom it more particularly addreſſes for 
Encouragement: Ladies who have experienced the 
Pains of Child-Birth, this Hoſpital calls upon them 
to remember their own, Fears and Sufferings, their 
Expence in providing againſt all the poſlible Accidents 
of their Situation, how much they felt for themſelves, 
how much for their Infants! what Care and Attend- 
ance they thought abſolutely neceſſary for their own 


Preſervation, and what Grief they underwent at the 


Loſs, or even the Indiſpoſition of the Child. When 
they recollect all this, they cannot but ſympathize 
with the Poor in the ſame Situation, who undergo 


all

all their Fears and Sufferings, without their Comforts 
and Convenience. Other Ladies, who have not ex- 
perienced, may yet imagine the Diſtreſſes of this 
Condition, and will be naturally prompted, by the 
Tenderneſs and Compaſſion of the Sex, to contribute 


to its Relief. Gentlemen too, whether Fathers of 


Families or not, are by Motions of Humanity in ge- 
neral, and Affection for the Sex in particular, power- 
fully excited to commiſetate the Caſe of Women ſo 

circumſtanced. ” | 


By the Plan of this Hoſpital, « every Convenience 
cheſs diſtreſſed Objects can require, is amply provided: 
| Commodious Apartments and Beds, good Nurſing, 
plain ſuitable Diet, proper Medicines, the charitable 
Aſſiſtance of Gentlemen of Skill and Experience in 
Midwifry, and, on due Occaſions, the ſpiritual Com- 
fort of a ſober and pious Divine. Theſe ſeveral Be- 
nefits they will enjoy without the leaſt Expence to 
themſelves, and at a Time when their Condition ren- 
ders them uſeleſs, or rather a Burthen totheir Families 
at Home, to which, from the Care taken of them in 
this Hoſpital, they will, probably, in a few Weeks, 
be able to return ſtrong and healthy.

The Annual Subſcriptions and Benefactions to the 
Charity being inſufficient to ſupport a general Admiſ- 
ſion of all Patients recommended, that the Gover- 
nors may not be diſobliged by poſtponing their Recom- 
mendations, or ſuſpect any undue Preference, and 
that every Governor may have an equal Chance for 
the Admiſſion of his or her Patient, the reſpective 
Time of each Patient's Reckoning is taken by ſome 
of the Gentlemen of the Faculty, or in their Abſence by 
the Matron, and ſubſcribed at the Bottom of their re- 
ſpective Letters of Recommendation. The Patients 
are admitted by Ballot, agreeable to the reſpective 
Times of their Reckoning. Thoſe drawing the 
white Balls receive immediate Orders for Admiſſion; 
thoſe drawing the black Balls are referred to the next 
ſucceeding Board-Day, to ballot again. 


To promote Subſcriptions, and extend the Influence 
of the Charity, any Perſon having a Patient to re- 


commend,

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- commend, whoſe Reckoning is out, on ſending a 
_ Subſcription of Three Guineas, or. upwards, ſuch 
Patient will receive an immediate Order to be admit- 


ted into the Houſe. And the ſame Regard is paid to 


any Subſcriber's firſt recommended Patient. And by 
Order of a Quarterly General Court held the 22d of 


January 1766, each Subſcriber of Three Guineas per 


Annum, or Benefactor of Thirty Guineas (and ſo in

Female Pupils. 

N. B. No Pupils of the Male Sex are permitted to 
attend this Hoſpital. _ 

It will be eſteemed a great Benefit to the Charity, 


if Ladies ſhould be pleaſed occaſionally to vifit the Hoſ- 


pital to inſpect the Management of the Women and 
Children; and in Caſe they ſhall pleaſe to ſignify their 
Obſervations by Letter, or otherwiſe, they will be duly 
regarded. 
And as the Intention of this Charity i is to relieve the 
Wives or Widows of Sailors and Soldiers, whoſe 
Huſbands are abroad ; of Perſons who have been re- 
duced from affluent or eaſy, to indigent Circum- 
. ances; of diſtreſſed Houſekeepers ; and of the la- 
bouring and induſtrious Poor; the Governors are de- 


ſired, in their Recommendations, principally to have 


regard to ſuch kind of Objects. It is alſo thought 
expedient, both for the Reputation of the Charity, 
and the Eaſe and Comfort of the more decent Sort of 
Patients, that no Women, who do not come clean 
in their Cloaths, and free from Vermin, or any con- 
tagious Diſtemper, be admitted into this Hoſpital.

Charity is held every Quarter on the fourth Wedne/- 
day after Quarter-Day ; and the ſole Power of making 


Laws and Rules for the Government of the Hoſpital, 
is lodged in the faid General Court. 


A CommiTTEE of fifteen Governors are choſen 
at each Quarterly General Court, the Treaſurer for 
the Time being always to be one; any Number of 
which may tranſact Buſineſs.
